STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  \J    2/ 
Total  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  lower  than  a  year  ago. 

Leaf  tobacco  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  4,460 
million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  1973.   This  was  a  decline  of  71  million  pounds 
from  the  previous  April  1.   The  1972  crop  was  in  stocks  by  April  1  with  the 
exception  of  Maryland  and  some  cigar  tobacco. 

Domestic  tobaccos  were  responsible  for  the  decline  with  the  flue-cured  and 
cigar  filler  leading  the  way.  Imported  tobaccos  showed  large  gains,  especially 
foreign  bur ley  and  flue -cured. 

Stocks  as  of  April  1,  1973,  included  749  million  pounds  of  leaf  tobacco 
under  Government  loan.   This  was  260  million  less  than  a  year  ago.   There  were 
substantial  reductions  in  flue-cured  and  bur ley,  and  fire -cured  loan  holdings 
were  extremely  low.  These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:

CIGARETTE  LEAF  STOCKS 
All  but  Maryland  decline. 

Flue -cured  stocks  totaled  2,037  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1973,  a  drop  of 
121  million  pounds. 

Holdings  of  bur ley  at  lt530  million  pounds  were  only  4  million  below  the 
April  1972  inventory.  One  reason  was  a  larger  crop  of  588  million  pounds  which 
was  in  stocks  by  April  1. 

Maryland  inventories  increased  3.2  million  pounds  to  42.9  million.  The  1972 
crop  of  26.0  million  is  now  being  sold. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  totaled  432.0  million 
pounds --55  million  above  last  year. 


DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 
Fire 'Cured  steady,  dark  air -cured  lower, 

Fire -cured  stocks  reported  at  82.8  million  pounds  this  April  1  showed  no 
change  from  last  year.  Virginia  fire -cured  stocks  were  down  2.3  million  at 
9.3  million  pounds.  Kentucky-Tennessee  Eastern  District  recorded  62.4  million, 
and  Western  District,  11.7  million  pounds,  both  small  gains  over  April  1972. 

Holdings  of  dark  air-cured,  totaling  56.5  million  pounds,  were  lower  by 
1.9  million.  Inventories  were:  One  Sucker,  34.0  million;  Green  River,  18.8 
million,  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  3.7  million  pounds.

CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Domestic  leaf  continues  decline. 
Imported  leaf  higher. 

Inventories  of  all  domestic  and  Puerto  Rican  cigar  tobacco  totaled  158.7 
million  pounds  on  April  1,  1973.   This  was  a  drop  of  30.0  million  pounds.   Hold- 
ings of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  were  up  27.1  million  pounds  to  113.6  million. 

Cigar  filler  leaf  accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the  declines.   Pennsylvania 
seed  leaf  stocks  at  65.1  million  were  down  23.6  million--the  smallest  on  record. 
Ohio  filler  was  8.7  million  pounds- -down  0.7  million;  and  Puerto  Rican,  9.4  mil- 
lion- -down  2.1  million  pounds. 

Cigar  binder  stocks  totaled  55.9  million  pounds--down  1.4  million  from  last 
year.   Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  inventories  were  5.6  million;  Connecticut 
Valley  Havana  Seed,  2.4  million;  Southern  Wisconsin,  24.2  million;  and  Northern 
Wisconsin,  23.6  million  pounds. 

Shade -grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  declined  2.1  million  to  19.6  million  pounds. 
Connecticut  Valley  stocks  of  11.4  million  were  down  2.6  million  pounds,  but 
Georgia -Florida  was  up  0.5  million  pounds  at  8.2  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  had  shrunk  to  0.4  million  pounds  by  April  1. 

Philippine  Islands  were  up  4.5  million  pounds  at  36.9  million.

STOCKS  OF  TOBACCO  SHEET 

Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled  26.5 
million  pounds  (reported  weight)  compared  with  29.4  million  on  the  previous 
April  1.   Of  the  total  in  "sheet"  this  April,  24.7  million  was  for  use  in  ciga- 
rettes and  smoking  tobacco,  and  1.8  million  for  cigar  binder  and  wrapper.
